Newport, Ky.. April 2!i.—The de- 


fense iu the Jackson murder case moved 
to strike out portions of Mayor Culd- 
well's testimony which related to state- 
ments made to him by Walling concern- 
ing admissions of Jackson to Walling. 
This is on the ground that the Ken- 
tucky statutes do not permit, jointly 
indicted persons to testify against each 
other. Judge Helm took the motion 
under advisement. 


The first witness today was Dr. Jen- 


kins, whose testimony relates to the 
coagulation of blood after deatlT. 
He 


said that it would have been utterly 
impossible to have freed the body of 
Pearl Bryan of blood as it was when 
found if she had died from poison or 
any other mode than blood letting and 
then carried to the; place where sho 
was found aud beheaded. 
He said 


that blood would clot within from one 
to ten minutes after death. This testi- 
mony is intended to break down the- 
theory of the defense either that Pearl 
Bryan died from drugs or that sho died 
in Ohio. 


The family of Pearl Bryan 
are 


seated within the rail near the attorney 
for the prosecution. Professor Post, 
brother-in-law of Scott Jackson, is still 
present aud the court room is crowded 
to its utmost capacity. 
Almost half a 


dozen women were present. 


As Jackson was being led back to 


jail at noon, a man on the slreet in a 
crowd of twenty or thirty, shouted at 
him, "The day we hang you," and 
dodged behind another to avoid the 
deputy sheriff, who made an effort to 
identify the speaker. ^Muttcriugs in an 
undertone against the ''scoundrel," as 
ic was called, were heard among the 
spectators in the court room as they 
jassed out for the noon recess.

successfully with the foreign labor but 
the duty is designed to keep the for- 
eipiers from competing with us, and 
the result is that we have a starch 
trust which keeps up the prices and 
many mills idle to regulate the supply. 
In this manner tho trust reduces the 
demand for labor and iucreases the 
price of the article beyond a legitimate 
llgnre. 
Yet, McKinley would increase 


the tariff. 


Kocently The Bee briefly nored the 


wonderful strides that Colorado is mak- 
ing in gold mining; that while it pro- 
duced but $5,800,000 in 1802, last year 
the production was nearly fifteen mil- 
lir is. Taking the record of the state 
mndo so far this year, the production 
for 1S90 promises to be double that of 
1-SD5, or about thirty millions. 
In the 


meantime the production of silver has 
decreased. When we contemplate that 
this is a fair sample of the mining in- 
dustry all over the world, we cannot 
arrive nt any other conclusion than 
that if we will let business have a 
chance, stop agitating and legislating 
for a while, the finances will assume 
their normal condition. The increase 
in the production of gold nud decrease 
in the amount of silver will enhance 
the value of the latter to a point where, 
it will not necessarily be a disturbing 
element.—Toledo Bee.

In New York State. 


In the old town of East Chester, N. Y., 


President Cleveland and Wilson S, Bis- 
sell, his old law partner and lately post- 
master general, have been investing in 
real estate. They have bought what is 
known its ibe Fowler place, on which 
•was located the Guyon House, at the 
Corner of the Kings Bridge and Whits 
Plains road, iu which George Washing- 
ton passed a night prior xo the battle of 
White Plains. 


During a heavy windstorm this old 


house was blown down, and the remains 
of it- were carried away by the old in- 
habitants as relics. It was from this 
house that Washington, before leaving 
General Heath, who had command of 
that division of the American army, 
marched up from 
the causeway at 


Throgs Keck and made his way up the 
old Boston road and across to Cbatterton 
HilL 


Washington, before leaving, is said to 


have kissed Mrs. Guyon goodby, and her 
husband playfully remarked, ''Now, my 
dear, never wash your face agsln.;' 


Taken altogether, this acquisition to 


the president's real belongings is one oi 
the most famous historical spots abouc 
Kew York. There is also located upcii ii 
the remains of an old Indian fort, bnilt 
at least 500 years ago, long before the 
white man ever saw this country, around 
about which have been exhumed thou- 
sands of arrowheads and erone toma- 
hawks. 


At the foot of the bluffs are two wolf 


mt=, dug when the original settlers of 
East Chester were struggling for esnst- 
ence against these ravenous animals. 


On the green fronting the sire of the 


Guyon House is still standing a live 
tree, in. whose trunk is almost buried a 
huge staple and ring. The rres was used 
as a whipping post, the victim being 
tied by a rope, the end of which was 
drawn through tie ring until the toe.r 


of the victim almost iouched the ground.

It is a sorry plight that Thomas 


Armstrong finis himself in, but it will 
be a sorrier one for Rosa Melvin Arm- 
strong Parker Roberts. Thomas would 
give a good deal to know just where 
ho is at. 
Ho would like to know 


whether the fact of his wife having two 
other husbands since he married her, 
affects his standing as a husband. 
He 


would like his resjionsibility 
toward 


his better half appraised and definitely 
stated; whether she is his better-half or 
only a third or a quarter is a problem 
in mathematics which vexes Thomas 
much. Twice has she shoved him aside 
and donned a wreath of orange blos- 
soms for other lovers. 
Whether little 


things like this have any effect on 
Thomas' oath to love, honor and obey, 
whether the oath has not expired ac- 
cording to the statue of limitations or 
the expiration of the reign of Patience 
as a virtue, or whether he must still 
buy bread and meat and shoes and hair- 
pins, stay at home at nights at Rosa's 
command and lay in the next winter's 
supply of coal.

187G. Parker died a few years later 
and Rosa made no further investments 
in the matrimoilial lottery until June 
20th, 1890, when she married Henry 
Clay Roberts, whose suit for divorce 
was now on trial. 
As these facts de- 


veloped, it became evident that. Rosa 
had broken laws without end. There 
seemed no doubt but that she had com- 
mitted adultery and bigamy at least 
twice. 


Judgo Dover called the attention of 


Prosecuting Attorney Jno. 0. Milner to 
the facts and said that action should 
not bo allayed until another session of 
the grand jury but that the woman 
should l>o arrested immediately and 
taught that she could not disregard the 
law as she had clono for years. At this 
point Armstrong, husband No, 1, asked 
if lie could propound a query. 
He was 


givon permission and said that he had 
married the woman as stated and that 
ho had never been 
divorced. 
Ho 


wanted to know how all this "fooliu1 
and thoso wecldin's" affected him and 
just how far he was responsible for 
Rosa ns his wife. 
The coxart said that 


ho was not there to adviso and that 
Tlfomas' case was another thing all to- 
gether, 
Tho husband who has seen his 


lawful wife wodcled to two other mou. 
resumed his seat in the dark. 


Officer MeFarland arrested Rosa this 


afternoon and locked her up in the city 
prison. 
A charge of bigamy will be 


filed against her.
